The fort and its 
outerworks cover nine acres and 
are surrounded by a wide moat 
crossed by drawbridges. 


Cockspur Island has been used 
for defensive purposes for more 
than two centuries.

The New Congress 


Evervone, including the President, ad- 
mits the 77-billion-dollar budget pro- 
posed by the White House probably won't 
tmect the nation’s growth needs. As a 
matter of fact, it will not be a balanced 
budget. Its balance will depend upon a 
Humber of “ifs” in federal income. . 


It is the facts of this budget with 

which the 86th Congress, which con- 
venes Wednesday, must deal once it con- 
@udes the decision on rules changes which 
will be the first order of business. 
* Rule 22, which permits unlimited 
ebate, has been abused badly. Even 
most of its supporters admit it is not 
ditogether fair. But there is real reason 
to fear its total abolition, thus permitting 
a bare majority of those voting to end 
debate. This would lead to impulsive 
action without due deliberation. South- 
erners privately will compromise for a 
change to allow limitation of debate by 
a vote of two thirds of those present and 
voting, instead of two thirds of the entire 
Senate as now provided. 

The issue now, one may say with 
some confidence, is not whether there will 
be a rules change but what it will be. 
The proposed compromise seems to us 
greatly to be preferred to the bare ma- 
jority which would eliminate necessary 
deliberation. 

The White House, admittedly piqued 
by the Democratic victory and professing 
not to understand why it happened, 
sought to place the Democratic majority 
in a political squeeze with its early an- 
nouncement of a 77-bilttion=doltlar budget. 
At the same time, the President with 
considerable political skill labeled the 
Democrats as spenders and wasters. 

This was strategy by GOP National 
Chairman Alcorn. It is designed to em- 
barrass the Democrats by allowing the 
eonservative Republicans to cry, “We told 
you so!” should the Democrats make 
appropriations which will further un- 
balance the budget. 

The President is listening to former 
Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey, the 

same who put the administration early 
into trouble with tight money policies. 
The somewhat .puzzling switch of the 
President from his “modern Republican” 
position to that of the Old Guard com- 
plicates the position of Vice President 
Nixon, who now must walk a tight rope 
in the party. This is the more true be- 
cause the shadow of Nelson Rockefeller 
looms larger daily. 

There are a number of items which 
almost surely will increase spending— 
many of them programs initiated by the 
Eisenhower administration itself. The 
Presidént is now in the paradoxical po- 
sition of opposing part of the program on 
which he and his party spent several 
years of work. 

It is an important session for these and 
other reasons. Inflation, business recov- 
ery and the cold war combine to make it a 
crucial one. It will be a national calamity 
if it deteriorates into an Elisenhower- 
congressional feud.

Jurors Follow Through 


With Committee Idea 


Members of the November-December 
Fulton County Grand Jury Friday re- 
turned highly constructive presentments 
in .a number of fields. They are to be 
congratulated especially in following 
through with the idea that a community- 
wide committee be set up to work in the 
field of race relations. 

Early in December the jury suggested 
that the Chamber of Commerce appoint 
such a committee. The chamber rejected 
the idea as not being a proper function 
or responsibility of that body. So the jury 


itself has voted “to constitute itself 
henceforth as a private organizational 
group of citizens to work toward this 


’ 


objective.’ 

The jury, therefore, asks for sugges- 
tions from citizens themselves about 
makeup of such a group and how it can 
be formed. 

“In the South, as is. fitting,” the 
jurors declared, “Atlanta must lead the 
way toward a solution of our racial 
problems. Let our. citizens be a focal point 
for a’ pattern of leadérship which will 
eventually resolve our racial problems 
throughout the Southern states. 

“If agreement can be reached on the 
more minor irritations,” they continued, 
“such as housing’ and transportation, then 
perhaps we can approach the subject of 
segregation and integration with a mu- 
tually understanding mind as to what is 
best for our society as a whole and re- 
solve our problems without the ultimate 
necessity of pitting race against race.” 

The jury is right. It is imperative that 
’ communications be kept open between the 
races and that the irritating problems be 
solved in an atmosphere of understand- 

ing and good will. No one in either race 
wants Atlanta to become another Little 
‘Rock and for hatred to replace the good 
relationships which have existed. 
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U.S. Prestige Receives 
Another Serious Blow 


Russia’s space scientists have achieved 
a triumph which equals and in some re- 
spects surpasses their first satellite about 
the earth. | 


As the United States trailed in that 
field, it now is left behind in this newest 
experiment, a moon shot which is ex- 
pected to go in orbit about the sun. The 
United States twice had made excellent 
trial shots, both of which fell far short 
of the mark. 

The Russians have done it. They merit 
the sincere congratulations of all those 
who see the significance of this work. The 
United States, with its Atlas triumph, is 
not too far behind, But we are not even 
with them. There are many reasons. The 
paths of experimentation were not ex- 
actly the same. The objectives were not 
identical. The Russians, following their 
plan, emerged with much more powerful 
engines than we have developed. 


We are not too far in the rear. We 
possess the power to destroy, or almost 
destroy, Russia. They assuredly have the 
weapons to do the same to us. But that 
they are ahead of us should teach us a 
lesson we always seem to forget. It is 
that while Russia’s standard of living and 
the variety of her gadgets and creature 
comforts is meager in comparison, her 
scientists are first-rate and equal to those 
anywhere else. 

Meanwhile, the House unit which is 
pushing for two more moon tries should 
sit back and be quiet. There is no need 
to push, The fact we have had to use a 


“crash” program to make up for past 
errors of judgment is one thing now 
wrong. Let our scientists work it out 


‘and try to shoot for the moon when they 


think they are ready. 

We cannot now beat the Russians to 
the moon. There is no need to appear 
ridiculous in hasty trying. But we should 
step up our efforts with all possible speed 
to catch up. 

Let’s not lose sight of the fact that the 
Soviets now are planning space stations 
and manned observation points on the 
moon. Let’s remember, too, that U.S. 
prestige has suffered another heavy blow.

Deserve Adequate Care 


Primitive societies deserted the old, 
the crippled, the mentally ill, leaving 
them to spend life’s evening in the howl- 
ing desolation of loneliness, poverty and 
despair. 

We are supposed to be more civilized 
today. But are we? 

Our state, for instance, and we as 
individuals, have made it a social shame 
and disgrace to be “crazy,” thus com- 
pounding the misery of those who already 
have had miore than their share. This has 
made treatment and rehabilitation of the 
ill doubly difficult. 

There are Georgians who have had 
their own parents confined in mental 
institutions solely to get rid of them. 
There are Georgians who have said, in 
effect, “Let the insane take care cof the 
insane.” 

How can it be that our churches are 
filled to overflowing every Sunday while 
on those same Sabbaths our mental insti- 
tutions likewise are crowded with pa- 
thetic patients in desperate need of medi- 
cal and psychiatric attention? How can it 
be. that some physicians will testify 
falsely about a person’s sanity? How can 
it be that insurance companies exclude 
coverage of the mentally ill from their 
policies? 

Can it be that this same “oversight” 
on the part of insurance companies has 
been a causative factor in the grossly 
inadequate treatment and_ psychiatric 
care our mentally ill receive? 

Can it be that we have forgotten the 
mentally ill are like little children and 
that God has left them in the custody 
of society”? Have we forgotten that we are 
our brother’s keeper?

‘The Will of God?’ 


At the beginning of the new year, I believe 
there is nothing about which people are more 
confused than ‘“‘the will of God.”’ To illustrate 
the confusion: A man’s wife died and he said, “Well, 


another: You cannot very well 
strike at a king, in any Case, un- 
less “he presents some kind of 
target.to you. 

Thus it increasingly looks. like 
the liberal-moderns will confine 
themselves in the GOP caucus 
on Jan. 7 to:

Indeed, the net outlook is that 
Bridges in the new Congress will 
have a practical and personal 
power in the Senate not matched 
by any GOP member since the 
high days of the late Sen. Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio in the late ‘40s 
and early ’50s. 

Old Guardism, as typified in the 
public mind by Taft, helped elect 
President Harry S. Truman in 
1948. Did the Old Guardists then 
rebuke Taft? Certainly not; they 
elevated him.

But that man was himself a doctor 
and for weeks he had fought for her life. Was he all that time fight- 


ing against the will of God? 

If she had recovered would he 
not have called her recovery the 
will of God? Yet surely we cannot 
have it both ways. 


A boy was killed in a raid on 
Berlin. His mother says she is 
trying to bow to the will of God. 
But was it God’s will?_Or was it 
the will of Hitler? 

A little boy in India died in 
the cholera epidemic. His father 
said, “It is the will of God." Close 
by his little girl was sleeping. 
Dr. Leslie Weatherhead said to 
the man: ‘‘Suppose someone crept 
up the steps onto the veranda to- 
night and deliberately put a wad 
of cotton soaked in cholera germ 
culture over your little girl's 
mouth, what would you think of 
that?” 

“My God,” he said, ‘what 
would I think about that? Nobody 
would do such a thing.” 


“But John,” his friend said 
quietly, “isn’t that just what you 
have accused God of doing when 
you said it was His will? Call 
your little boy’s death the result 
of mass ignorance, call it mass 
folly, call it mass sin, if you like, 
but don’t call it the will of God.” 

Those who want a text for this 
will find it in Matthew 18:14: “‘It

is not the will of your Father 
which is in heaven, that one of 
these little ones should perish.” 

The will of God really should 
be divided into three parts: (1) 
the intentional will of God, (2) 
the circumstantial will of God, 
(3) the ultimate will of God. Dr. 
Weatherhead has written a book 
entitled, ‘‘The Will of God.” 

It is a little book which sells 
for only a dollar. I am taking my 
discussion today and the next sev- 
eral days from that little book. 

Was it God's intention that 
Christ should go to the cross’ | 
think not. Rather it was the in- 
tentional will of God that men 
should follow Christ, not kill Him. 
But when circumstances wrought 
by man’s evil set up the situation 
that Christ was compelled either 
to die or to run away, then in 
those circumstances the Cross was 
the circumstantial will of God. 

However, there is a third sense 
in which we use the phrase “‘the 
will of God,”’ when we mean God's 
purpose. It is His purpose to win 
the world to Himself, that is His 
ultimate will. God will not finally 
be defeated. Not everything that 
happens is His will, but nothing 
can happen which will finally de- 
feat Him. ‘ 


Rockefeller Begins 
His Fateful Term 


WASHINGTON—Nelson A. Rockefeller’s in- 
augural address could as well have been de- 
livered from the steps of the Capitol here as | 
from the steps of the Capitol in Albany. That was the breadth of 


Rockefeller’s view as he assumed the governorship of New York 
state after an election victory which marked him the vote-gettingest 
Republican in the midst of a Democratic landslide. 


And that, it seems fair to say, 
is the breadth of Gov. Rockefel- 
ler’s political landscape. 


I would not say Rockefeller had 
one eye on Jan. 1, 1959, and the 
other eye on August, 1960, when 
the Republican National Conven- 
tion will pick the next Republi- 
can presidential nominee. 


There is no doubt in my mind 
that his overriding immediate ob- 
jective is to prove himself the 
best possible governor of the most 
populous and powerful state in 
the Union, which has furnished 
six presidential nominees in the 
pasi seven national elections. 


But it is, I think, accurate to 
note: 


That Rockefeller did not hesi- 
tate to devote about 70 per cent 
of his inaugural speech to de- 
fining the largest issues of the 
cold war and what the citizens 
and government of the state of 
New York must do in coping with 
“the tragic ordeal of freedom” 
both at home and abroad. 


That he must have been fully 
aware many would interpret his 
address as expressing his deep 
and manifest interest in national 
and world affairs even while he 
is serving in Albany—as did Gov. 
Alfred Smith and Gov. Franklin 


Roosevelt and Gov. Thomas 


Dewey before him. No doubt he 
is in no way pained by this inter 
pretation. ; 

‘Rockefeller began his inaugural 


by referring to the present “fatal 
testing time for free men” and 
significantly concluded it by dedi- 
cating himself ‘‘to the goal of 
freedom of opportunity for men 
everywhere in a world of peace.” 

It was, then, the most natural 
thing in the world for him to pro- 
claim that “our neighborhood is 
the world.” 

And in such a setting it seemed 
entirely appropriate for him to 
give this explanation of how and 
why: this world is divided and 
imperiled: 

“It is divided essentially be- 
tween those who believe in the 
brotherhood of man under the 
fatherhood of God — and those 
who scorn this as a pious myth. 

“It is divided between those 
who believe in the dignity of free 
men—and those who believe in 
the monstrous supremacy of the 
totalitarian state.”’ 


This was Nelson Rockefeller 
speaking his views in his own 
way in his own right from a ros- 
trum which he had earned by his 
own efforts. 


Rockefeller has proved himself 
a good candidate. He has still to 
prove himself a good governor. | 
After that, on the Republican! 
side, it will be between Nixon 
and Nelson—and both will agree,

To Teach 


The teaching profession has been getting such a going over 
in recent years it must take a young man or woman of special 
courage to elect to spend his days in a schoolroom wrestling with 
the recalcitrant minds of the young. 


Before the very existence of public schools was threatened, 
the teacher. who used to be the wise man in any community, 
had lost some of his prestige. Here lately he has emerged as a 
young person of mediocre mentality who took crib courses in 
college that he might teach crib courses to those who come after 
him 


Those of us who grew up looking to the teacher as the fount 
of all wisdom have been shaken by this trend of events. We like 
the teacher, like the minister and the family doctor, to be in- 
fallible. For that reason I have been comforted lately by a 
communication from an old hand at the teaching business. 


Dr. J. W. Sharp, now dean of Brenau College, wrote apropos 
of a column I had a day or so before Christmas about the late 
mountain poet, Byron Herbert Reece. Dr. Sharp was remember- 
ing Byron’s student days at Young Harris but he incidentally— 
and probably involuntarily—presented a picture of Byron's teacher 
which was pleasant to behold. 


Dr. Sharp said Byron, “‘living in a world of his own,”’ was 
undoubtedly “bored to distraction by the prosaic lectures and 
recitations of a ‘required’ course in the political history of Eng- 
land.”’ 


“IT was occasionally able to awaken a very real response in 
him when I would digress from the facts. (a temptation to which 
1 tear I yielded much too often) in order to pick up a few ballads 
or such magnificent trivia from the heritage which is ours. Then 
his answers to questions would take on the form of a sort of 
extemporaneous poesy, holding me and the rest of the class 
spellbound until he had finished giving form to the fantasy that 
obsessed him. At other times he would sleep blissfully through my 
monotonous discussions and I was always careful not to disturb 
him. Of all men I knew he needed less to be plagued with the 
rigours of the Third Crusade and more to be aroused by Blondel 
and Robin Hood.” 


Dr. Sharp said he knew Byron ‘‘under more natural circum- 
stances’’ as a member of the Quill Club, which published a small 
paperback book of verse. Oddly enough the original Quill Club 
anthology, published in 1939, includes but three poems by Byron 
and a great many more by other students. (Philip Greear of 
Helen had 14.) Still membership in this group must have meant 
a great deal to young Reece. 


“We met regularly in a small cabin in the woods belonging 
to Prof. Willis Lufkin Dance, the most wonderful and natural 
teacher I have ever known,” Dr. Sharp recalled. “It was Mr. 
Dance who gave to Byron the release he needed so that his 
infinitely fine mind could range at will and pour itself out in 
song of sometimes ineffable sweetness.”’
